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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Winter et al (US 2,890,1 12), cited in the previous office action, teaches the electrolysis 
step but does not teach or suggest returning a molten salt from the electrolysis to the reactor 
vessel. The provisional double patenting rejections have also been withdrawn because 
10/575,224 and 10/590,863 have been abandoned and 1 1/992,162, 1 1/991,072, 10/589,879 and 
10/589,949 are still pending and were filed after the instant application.
